Themes 

• Theme #1: Telling Your Story – focuses on how oral history has 
and continues to play a key role in preserving the Eastern 
Shawnee historical narrative and keeping cultural traditions 
alive.  

 
• Theme #2: Movement – focuses on the physical movement of 

the Eastern Shawnee people. Topics of discussion include 
removal and land allotment. 
 

• Theme #3: Leadership – focuses on leadership within the 
Eastern Shawnee tribe by exploring the history of tribal leaders, 
government structure, and relationship with other tribal nations 
and the United States.         
 

• Theme #4: Identity – focuses on how the Eastern Shawnee 
cultural identity has endured and changed as a result of external 
and internal forces.
